J’he  imall  expciice  and  trouble  attending 
tl.cirdrtls,  Ibcitlics,  bails,  thcaties,  we 
find  very  comlot table  aiiil  pleafaiit.

Mr  Pitt’s  refolutions  on  the  tobacco- 
trade  having  been  agreed  to,  that  gen¬ 
tleman  brought  in  a  bill  founded  on  thefe 
refolutions  on  June  ai.  which  was  im¬ 
mediately  read  a  firft  time,  and  a  iVcond 
time  on  the  24th,  and  committed.  Tnis 
bill  met  with  groat  oppolirion,  and  un¬ 
derwent  conliderable  alterations  in  its 
progrefs  through  the  Houfe.  Petitions 
were  prefented,  witnelTes  examined,  and 
counfcl  heard  againlt  it  On  one  hand, 
it  was  faid,  that  the  bill  in  its  principle 
was  not  only  deftru^ftive  to  the  liberties 
of  Engliihmen,  by  extending  the  excife- 
hws,  and  depriving  a  great  many  fel- 
low-fiihjcds  of  the  trial  by  jury,  but  in 
its  nvu! iti  nis  fo  opprelllve  upon  the 
tobacco-manufacturers,  as  to  render  it 
impodible  for  them  to  proceed  in  their 
bufjnefis.  It  was  contended,  on  the  other 
hand,  that  tobacco  was  a  fit  objeCt  of 
taxiiion,  and  that  fmuggling  in  that  ar¬ 
ticle  txilled  to  a  very  great  degree ;  as 
therefore  the  bill  would  anfwer  the  fa- 
lutary  purpofc  of  putting  an  end  to  thofe 
notorious  frauds,  and  at  the  fame  time 
increafe  the  revenue  and  benefit  the  fair 
trader,  it  would  certainly  be  for  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  country  that  it  (hould  pafs 
into  a  law.  On  July  17.  the  bill  was 
read  a  third  lime  and  palled,  and  order¬ 
ed  to  the  Lords.  Every  manufacturer 
of  tobacco,  fnufF,  and  tobacco-ltalks, 
from  Nov.  10  1789  to  Nov.  10.  1 790,  is 
to  take  out  a  licence  of  40  s. ;  and  after 
Nov.  10.  1790  a  yearly  licence  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  liie  quantity  he  manufactures, 
the  lowcft  40s.  and  the  higheft  aol. 

In  the  Houfe  ot  Lords  the  tobacco-bill 
was  read  a  firft  lime  on  July  10.  Counfel 
Were  heard,  and  wilnelies  examined  a- 
g=tinft  the  bill.  On  the  fecond  reading, 
July  29.  Lord  Stormont  fpoke  for  up¬ 
wards  of  an  hour  againft  the  bill,  fevcral 
cUufes  of  which  he  was  averfe  to,  and 
^‘*pcd  they  would  be  altered  or  expun¬ 
ged. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  was  of  opinion, 
that  the  bill  contained  various  inconfift- 
encies,  which  he  hoped  would  be  reme¬ 
died  in  the  committee.  With  regard  to 
placing  the  article  under  the  excifc-laws, 
he  obferved,  that  fome  of  the  witnclTes 
had  admitted  that  there  were  fuch  frauds 
committed  as  funk  the  fair  trader  to  the 
ground  ;  that  in  faCt  an  booeft  man  had 
no  chance  ;  that  fuch  frauds  loudly  call¬ 
ed  for  prevention ;  and  that  they  could 
Vol.LI. 
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not  be  prevented,  nor  the  high  duties 
collected,  in  any  other  way  fo  well  as 
by  an  extenfion  of  the  excile-l  tws  to  the 
fubjeCt.  Thofe  fads  being  admitted,  it 
appeared  to  him  that  the  principle  of  the 
bill  was  every  wiy  dcfenlible  With 
reg.ard  to  the  opportunity  of  leirning 
the  fecrels,  he  thought  it  would  be  ex¬ 
ceedingly  improper  to  fuffer  anycliufe 
to  ftand  which  would  give  the  otTioer 
fuch  an  opportunity  for  encroaching  on 
the  facrednefs  of  private  properly.  This, 
and  fome  other  parts  of  the  bill,  innIt  be 
materially  altered  before  it  would  meet 
his  ideas. 

In  a  committee,  July  30.  the  l-onl 
Chancellor  propofed  two  amendmMitvS, 
which  were  negitived.  On  the  ^ift,  his 
Lordlhip  offered  fame  othe:  amend¬ 
ments,  all  of  which  were  rejected,  ex¬ 
cept  one  refpeCting  the  places  in  wnicli 
tobacco  might  be  manufivtured,  which, 
by  a  motion  from  the  Ouke  of  Leeds, 
was  agreed  to.  but  on  Aug.  6.  the 
queftion  being  put,  that  the  bill  be  read 
a  third  time,  the  l)uke  of  Leeds  older- 
ved,  that  fome  inconvenience,  as  well  as 
delay,  w'ould  in  all  probability  arirefrorn 
their  Lordihips  perfilting  in  that  amend¬ 
ment,  which  they  had  agreed  to  on  his 
motion.  He  alluded  n>»t  only  to  the 
delicacy  of  altering  money  bills,  but  al- 
fo  to  that  protraction  of  the  feffion  which 
would  be  the  necefifary  confequence  of 
continuing  the  amendment.  He  would 
therefore  move,  that  the  amendment  be 
withdrawn.  This  motion  was  agreed 
to  ;  and  the  wmrds  inferted  in  the  com¬ 
mittee  were  immediately  expunged.  The 
bill  was  then  read  a  third  time,  and  palT- 
cd  without  any  amendment.  It  recei¬ 
ved  the  royal  aflent  by  commiffion  on 
the  nth.

N  an  advertifement  prefixed,  the  au¬ 
thor  fiys;  “  Thefe  volumes  contain 
an  Abridgement,  and  for  the  mofi  part  a 
very  brief  one,  of  a  feries  of  Difeour- 
iVs,  delivered  in  Marifchal  College,  on 
.Moral  Philofophy  and  Logic. 

It  has  long  been  the  author’s  practice, 
with  a  \iew  to  affifi  the  memory  of  his 
hearers,  to  make  them  write  Notts  of 
each  diicoiirfe.  But  as  that  was  necef- 
farily  done  in  hade,  inaccuracy  was  un¬ 
avoidable :  and  many  of  them  have  ex* 
prclled  their  withes  that  he  w'ould  put  it 
ill  their  power  to  procure  corredl  copies 
of  the  whole  Summary,  a  little  enlarged 
in  the  doctrinal  parts,  and  with  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  a  few  illuftrative  examples. 
This  is  tine  of  his  motives  to  the  prefent 
Publication;  and  which  is  become  the 
nioie  exc'ifable,  as  hundreds  of  manu- 
fcript  copies  of  the  many  of  them 

lucomplcte  as  well  as  incorrect,  are  now 
extant;  and  as  fcveral  extradta  fiKini  them 
have  got,  he  knows  not  how,  into  print, 
''ith  more  imperfections,  it  may  be, 
than  could  reafonably  be  imputed  to  the 
author. 

Nobody,  he  prefumes,  will  be  offend¬ 
ed,  if  in  thefe  papers  there  be  found,  as 
there  certainly  will,  numberlefs  thoughts 
ind  arguments  which  may  be  found  elfe- 
where.

'Fhis  volume  conlilts  of  two  parts  :  the 
firft  containing  Pfychulogy,  and  the  Se¬ 
cond  Natural  Ttieology.

They  muH  hear  a 
man  fpenk,  and  fee  him  move,  and  adl, 
and  fmile  ;  they  muH  be  acquainted  with 
his  general  carriage,  before  they  can  de¬ 
cide  upon  his  character.  Painters  have 
obferved.  that  the  potition  of  the  head  is 
particularly  expreflive.  Humility  and 
furrow  appear  in  its  hanging  down  ;  ar- 


as  he  often  was,  Hrangers  were  apt  to 
miHake  him  for  a  fimpleton.  The  lame 
thing  is  recorded  of  another  illuHrit)us 
commander,  Philopemen :  and  our  Ch  irles 
II.  though  a  nran  of  great  pltafanlry 
and  good  nature,  had  a  Hern  and  forbid¬ 
ding  countenance.

But  to  deferibe  thote  motions 
with  accuracy  is  hardly  poffible ;  and, 
in  a  matter  of  this  kind,  inaccurate  rules 
are  worfe  than  no  rules  at  all,  .as  they 
lead  to  affectation,  and  confequently  to 
ungraccfulncfs.

opinions  of  AriHotIc  and  other  old  wri¬ 
ters  have  been  colle^fted  by  Joannes  Bip- 
tiHa  Porta;  whofe  book,  llu)ngh  lormer- 
ly  in  fome  efteem,  will  give  littK*  f.itif- 
faClion  to  the  unbialLd  and  iiujnifitive 
obferver.  He,  and  fome  otliers,  ijavc 
amufed  themfelves  with  fancyitig  like- 
nelfes  between  the  faces  of  men  and  of 
brutes,  and  alfigning  that  cliaraiHer  to 
the  man  wliich  predominates  in  the  bealt 
he  refernbles.  They  have  allb,  from  the 
proportions  of  particular  parts  of  a  hu¬ 
man  body,  drawn  conclulions  with  re- 
fpeCt  to  The  virtues  or  vices  of  the  foul 
with  which  it  is  animated.  And  fome 
would  ellimate  the  powers  of  .a  man’s 
underHanding  by  the  Ihape  of  his  Iknll, 
and  the  outline  of  his  brow  and  nofe. 
I  have  neither  time  nor  inclinatio!i  to 
enter  into  thefe  inquiries  ;  though  I  will 
not  take  it  upon  me  to  fay,  that  they  arc 
w'holly  without  foundation. 

Of  all  the  phyliognomiHs  1  know,  an¬ 
cient  and  modern,  the  moH  eminent  ia 
John  Gafpard  Lavater,  a  clergyman  of 
Zurich  in  Switzerland.  He  has  piiblilh- 
cd  tiVQ  or  three  magnificent  volumes, 
and  adorned  them  with  many  curious 
drawings.  The  work  has  noble  Hraina 
of  eloquence,  and  proves  the  author  to 


be  on  his  guard,  though  appearances  are  be  a  man  of  great  piety  and  goolnels  of 


favourable  ;  and  let  charity  incline  him 
to  moderation,  even  when  he  may  think 
he  has  certainly  deteCfed  a  dangerous  or 
difagrceable  aflbeiate.  We  are  often  dif- 
fatistied  with  a  man  at  his  firit  appear¬ 
ance,  whom  we  afterwards  find  worthy 
of  high  eHeem.  In  fliort,  Phyliognomy 
in  moH  cafes,  a  conjectural  fcience, 
3nd  miiH  not  be  implicitly  truHcd  ;  for 
f’bjedlions  may  be  found  to  almoH  every 
t^nc  of  its  principles.  Marflial  Turenne,

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in  the  Euclnrift,  Lavater,  fuppofing  it  and  others  have  enquired  into  this  mat- 


had  been  done  intentionally,  preached  a 
fermnn  with  extraordinary  vehemence ; 
in  which  was  this  remarkable  faying, 
which  I  mention,  to  ihow  his  confidence 
in  his  art,  “  I  wiHihl  not  advife  the  per¬ 
petrator  of  this  herrid  deed  to  come 
in  my  way  ;  for  I  f  jall  certainly  know 
him  by  his  lo  .k,  if  ever  i  fet  my  eyes 
upon  him.”  Lavat^r  is  a  man  of  genius 
and  penetration,  an^  a  good  deal  of  en¬ 
tertainment  may  be  found  in  his  book. 
But  I  am  afraid  it  w  II  not  teach  fagaci- 
ty  to  ihofe  rm  whom  nature  has  no»  be¬ 
llowed  tliat  talent ;  aor  form  to  habits  of 
minute  attention  th^fe  wh(>a»e  habitual¬ 
ly  inattentive  ;  and  f  it  fliould  encourage 
the  unfkilful  to  form  raOi  judgements, 
there  is  reafon  to  ap  trehend  that  it  may 
do  more  harm  than  good.  I  lhall  not 
attempt  to  give  a  me  re  particular  account 
of  it  ;  for  that  woi  Id  lead  me  too  lar 
from  my  prelVnt  puipofe. 

Kvery  bt^lv  knows,  that  virtuous  and 
int'oeent  afTccVtons  give  an  agreeable  ex- 
preflion  to  the  countenance,  and  crimi¬ 
nal  paflions  the  contrary.

In  order  to  form  fome  idea  of  the  ex- 
prelTion  of  the  countenance,  we  are  de- 
fired  to  fuppofe  four  parallel  lines  to  be 
drawn  acrofs  it ;  one  in  the  diredion  of 
the  eyebrows,  another  in  that  of  the 
eyes,  a  third  in  that  of  the  lower  part  of 
the  nofe,  and  a  fourth  in  that  of  the 
mouth.

iliere  being  a  wind  which  regularly  blows 
'  ilrong  from  the  land  for  four  months 
without  ceahng,  that  in  the  day-time 
conveys  a  burning  heat,  and  during  the 
i  night  occafions  quite  a  contrary  leiifation. 

I  do  not  exaggerate  much  when  1  com- 
j  pare  the  feeling,  arifing  from  a  gud  of 
*  thofe  fcorching  winds,  to  that  of  thrult- 
ing  one’s  face  into  the  door  of  an  heated 
oven  ;  and  it  inftantly  cracks  the  Ikin  in 
the  mod  painful  manner.  Thefe  gales 
are  fecn  fome  lime  before  they  arrive, 

I  driving  furioufly  from  the  welt  in  great 
whirlwinds  and  tornadiKS,  railing,  to  the 
very  heavens,  fand,  and  every  thing  elfe 
which  they  encounter,  in  awful  clouds 
I  and  pillars  of  duft.  They  very  much 
!  I  rcfemble  thofe  partial  fpring-lhowers, 
1  ^  which,  in  England,  frequently  defeend 
i  .  in  a  fudden  manner  from  the  hills  :  but 
■  fuch  gales  are  feidom  ever  attended  with 
rain.  It  is  alfcrted  that  thofe  land- winds 
are  frequently  fo  violent  as  to  unroof 
houfes,  and  raife  fmail  cattle  into  the  air. 
j  loilced  [  have  mylelt  found  it  difficult  to 

j  keep  my  legs  when  caught  in  one  of  thole 

whirlwinds  ;  and  you  know  that  I  am 
rot  one  of  the  lighted  men  in  the  world. 
When  they  are  Teen  approactiing,  all 
do^rs  and  windows  are  inltantly  bar- 
ricadoed,  to  prevent  fuffbeation  from 
i  fand  and  duft,  and  having  every  thing  in 

\  the  hoiife  rendered  ufclels.  I  have  been 

of  a  party  when  one  of  thofe  tornadoes 
forced  us  toenclofe  ourfelves  in  this  man- 
Bcr^  and  to  lit  down  by  candle-light  to 


morning  upon  the  fide  expolcd  to  the 
wind.” 

All  this  is  very  inviting,  efpecially 
when  the  immeiife  fA’arms  of  noxious 
vermin  are  taken  into  the  account,  which 
iiitelt  them  by  day  and  by  ti'ght,  within 
doors  and  withvuit ;  which  c^owd  into 
the  vellels  that  contain  their  vieluals ; 
which  oblige  them  to  place  tlieir  trunks 
on  glafs  bottles,  to  preferve  their  clothes 
from  deftruiftion  ;  and  to  put  their  bed- 
pofts  in  diffies  of  water,  to  keep  my¬ 
riads  of  infe(ft8  from  invading  their  re(t ! 
Thofe  who  wull  <lare  all  this  in  the  pur- 
fuit  of  riches,  will  not  eafily  give  up  their 
objeifl  for  ideal  confi  Urations  J 

Capt.  Monro  gives  an  amufiiig  account 
of  the  perfons,  drefs,  and  manners  of  the 
native  Indians  at  Madras ;  and  among  o- 
ther  curiolities,  the  Rriiilh  female  ad¬ 
venturers  in  India  are  not  the  lead ; 

“  The  European  ladies  are  faid  to  en¬ 
joy  better  health  than  the  men  in  thefe 
warm  climates ;  but  this  is  ealily  ac¬ 
counted  for  by  their  fpending  the  moll 
part  of  their  time  within  doors.  Sleep  and 
drefs  compofe  the  chief  part  of  their  a- 
mufement;  for  they  very  ridiculoufly 
fupport  all  the  expence  of  drcls  and  form 
of  European  faffiion,  which  indeed  they 
carry  to  the  moll  ridiculous  extremes. 
For  the  indulgence  of  their  vanity  and 
extravagance  they  put  themfelves  in  fet¬ 
ters,  in  place  of  adopting  fome  loole  and 
cafy  attire,  better  fuited  to  the  climate, 
equally  becoming,  and  of  lels  cxpence. 
Economy  and  attention  to  the  regu¬ 
lation  of  their  families,  are  matters  which 
they  difclaim  ;  and  the  hulbind  wh^ 
fhould  venture  to  hint  at  them,  would 
probably  break  the  flendcr  thread  of  do- 
meltic  cordiality. 

When  a  young  lady  arrives  at  Madras, 
ffic  mull,  ia  a  few  days  afterwards,  fit 

'  yp 
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fome  “  Ot  all  the  barbers  I  ever  knew,  the 
ivhich  Centoos  and  Malabars  handle  a  razor  the 
until  beft.  Their  delicate  hands  run  imper- 
entle-  ceptibly  over  the  face  ;  and  before  one 
vour-  thinks  they  have  begun,  the  operation  is 
folly  completed,  which,  in  fo  fultry  a  climate, 
mull  be  repeated  every  day.  To  this 
fucceeds  a  luxury  to  which  in  Europe 
you  are  utter  llraneers,  and  that,  under 
the  hands  of  theic  Indians,  may  be  term¬ 
ed  a  real  plealurc.  This  arifes  from  pa- 
riiig  of  the  nails  of  both  fingers  and  toes, 
picking  the  ears,  and  cracking  the  joints. 
Ei-r  the  firH  of  tht  fc  they  ufe  a  finall  neat 
lliarp  chiftl,  with  which  they  dice  oti 
the  fiails  in  tl.e  neatelt  manner.  It  is 
with  a  filver  pin,  much  the  fame  as  thofe 
ufed  in  England,  ih  u  they  pick  the  cars. 
They  beginning  to  tickle  llien»  very  gently,  and 
by  degrees  inducing  a  perfect  tcllafy  from 
the  plealures  which  they  excite.  Tiiis  is 
fucceeded  by  the  cracking  of  the  joints, 
which  I  think  diiplays  more  art  than  any 
of  the  reft.  7'he  operator  fir  ft  feizes  a  per- 
Ibn  by  the  ears,  and  giving  a  fudden  tvvilt 
to  the  neck,  makes  it  crack  in  a  man¬ 
ner  fiifficicnt  to  frighten  a  llranger :  he 
thence  defeends,  in  regular  order,  to  e- 
very joint  in  the  body  and  limbs:  ma¬ 
king  each  of  tlicm  crack  as  he  goes  a- 
lopg,  finiftiing  at  the  great  toe.  This 
greatly  refrelhes  a  pcrfoii  after  walking, 
or  any  exercife  of  fatigue.’’ 

This  is  alfo  a  Chinefe  cuftom,  and  wc 
believe  is  called  /hutfipooingt  at  Canton; 
but  in  a  northern  climate,  where  our 
joints  are  better  knit,  this  rcfrelhment, 
if  a  barber  could  perform  it,  might  be 
fornewhat  fatiguing  to  the  patient ;  ex¬ 
cepting,  perhaps,  thofe  delicate  beings 
for  whofe  fakes  we  have  extraiited  it. 

Capt.  Monro  is  a  man  of  general,  as  well 
as  protVflional  obfervation,  and  delineates 
the  field  -  operations  during  his  time, 
which  are  now  generally  well  known,  in 
a  clear  manner,  and  in  a  free  eafy  llyle. 
More  than  a  faithful  relation  of  faifls  wc 
are  not  to  exped  ;  for  he  acknowdedges 
in  his  prefai  e,  that  he  has  “  not  prefu- 
med  toenitr  deeply  into  the  mazes  of 
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or  parents  to  molt  expence,  and  who 
lhall  cut  the  molt  ridiculous  figure,  with 
high  heads,  flyif^g  feathers,  jewels,  and 
filken  robes.  They  arr  feldom  ever  feen 
before,  and  never  vifit  until  the  candles 
are  lighted  up  in  the  evening  ;  and  then 
four  or  five  arc  quite  fufficient,  at  one 
time,  ?.'»  h;i  up  all  the  couches  and  chairs 
in  an\  Ionic;  being  obliged,  from  the 
extr ’.vagaiil  width  of  their  bell-hoops, 
to  fit  three  or  four  yards  afunder 
aHunic  preceOciice  in  all  fociclies  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  rank  of  their  hufbands  and  fa¬ 
thers  in  the  Company’s  fcrvice ;  and 
many  of  them  have  the  weaknefs  to  af¬ 
fect  fuch  airs  of  pomp  and  ceremony,  as 
render  their  company  extremely  difgult- 
ing  in  any  public  place.  But  I  Ihould 
be  lorry  not  to  make  a  wide  dilliniftion 
between  thefe  and  many  whom  1  have 
the  honour  of  knowing  ;  who  grace  fi)- 
ciety  fo  much  by  their  alfability,  fpright- 
linefs,  and  good  fenfe,  that  1  have  of¬ 
ten  w  ifticd  that  the  newly-imported  la¬ 
dies  might  be  initiated  into  the  falhions 
of  Madras,  by  fuch  virtuous  examples; 
but  chance  too  often  dire»fts  it  other- 
wife,  and,  unfortunately,  the  ridiculous 
party  moft  prevail. 

1  apprehend  that  fewer  ladies  would 
remain  fo  long  in  the  Indian  market, 
did  they  difplay  more  of  their  abilities  in 
the  economy  and  management  of  a  fa¬ 
mily,  than  in  adjulting  the  etiquette  of 
extravagant  decoration  ;  for,  according 
to  the  prefent  mode  of  life,  none  but  the 
molt  opulent  can  venture  upon  the  lux¬ 
ury  of  a  wife.

with  nothing  but  an  honeft  defire  to 
kn.^w  and  d«>  his  will ;  and  that  zeal  for 
mylfical  dodrincs  which  has  led  men  to 
hate  and  harafs  one  another  will  be  ex- 
tcrminate<l.  Set  religion  before  them  as 
a  rational  fervice,  corfifting  not  in  any 
rites  and  ceremonies,  but  in  worfiiipping 
God  with  a  pure  heart,  and  pra^ililing 
righteoiifnefs  from  the  fear  of  his  dif- 
pkafure  and  the  apprehenfion  of  a  future 
righteous  judgement,  and  that  gloomy 
and  cruel  fuperftition  will  be  aboliOied 
which  h  IS  hitherto  gone  under  the  name 
of  religion,  and  to  the  fuppoit  of  which 
civil  government  has  been  perverted. — 
Ignorance  is  the  parent  of  b’gotry,  in¬ 
tolerance,  perfecution,  and  flavcry.  In¬ 
form  and  inllru^f  mankind  ;  and  thefe 
evils  will  be  excluded.— Happy  is  the 
perfon  who,  himfelf  raifed  above  vulgar 
errors,  is  cunfeious  of  his  having  aimed 
at  giving  mankind  this  inltruiition.  Hap¬ 
py  is  the  fcholar  or  philofopUer  who  at 
the  cU)fe  of  life  can  reflect  that  he  has 
made  this  ufe  of  his  le.arning  and  abili¬ 
ties  :  but  happier  far  muft  he  be,  if  at 
the  fame  time  he  has  rcafin  to  believe  he 


verted,  and  the  world  emancipated. 

The  next  great  blelfing  of  human  na¬ 
ture  which  I  have  m-titioned  isF/»/«r. 
Thi*?  ought  to  follow  knowledge,  and  to 
be  dire»fted  hy  it.  Virtue  without  know'- 
ledge  makes  enthufialls  ;  and  knowledge 
without  virtue  makes  devils;  but  both 
united  elevates  to  the  tcip  I'f  iiiiman  dig¬ 
nity  and  perfecHion.^  Wc  mult,  there¬ 
fore,  if  we  would  ferve  our  country’, 
make  b»>th  th^'^e  the  oSjeCls  of  our  zeal. 
We  mult  iltf.jourage  vice  in  all  its  forms; 
and  oiir  endeavours  to  enliglittn  muft 
have  ulti'nately  in  view  a  retorinalion  of 
manners  and  virtuous  practice. 

1  mud  add  here,  tint  in  the  praiftice 
of  virtue  I  include  the  difchaige  of  the 
public  dii’ics  of  religion.  By  negleeding 
thefe  we  may  injure  ourcoiintiy  ellen- 
tially.  Ibil  it  is  melancholy  to  oblcrvc, 
that  it  is  a  common  neglect  among  us; 
and  in  a  great  rneafiire  owing  to  a  caufe 
which  is  not  likely  to  be  foon  removed  : 

I  mean  the  defects  (may  I  not  fay,  the 
ablurditic-:  : )  in  our  tft  iblillied  codes  of 
faith  anil  vverlliip.  In  foreign  countries, 
the  liighcr  r.inks  of  men,  not  diltinguifli- 


buted,  by  his  inftrudions,  to  dilTcmi- 
r.ate  among  his  ftllow-creatiircs  jult  no¬ 
tions  of  thenifelves,  of  tluir  rights,  of 
religion,  and  the  nature  and  end  of  civil 
government.  Such  were  IMiltony  Locke^ 
Sidney^  Uoadlyy  See.  in  this  country  ; 
luch  were  iliontel'qnieuy  feueLotiy  Tufyoty 
Sec.  in  FratiCf.  1‘hey  foweil  a  teed 
wliich  has  fince  taken  root  and  is  now 
growing  up  to  a  glorious  harvt  ft.  I'o 
the  intormatioii  they  conveyed  by  their 
writings,  we  owe  thole  revolutions  in 
whicli  tvery  friend  to  mankind  is  now 
txultii’j,, —  What  an  encouragement  is 
this  to  us  ali  in  cur  cndcavi.uis  to  en- 
ligliten  tlie  world  f  K.vcry  degree  of  iilii- 
niination  which  we  can  coinmunicate 
Uiud  do  the  greatelt  good.  It  htlps  to 
piepare  the  miiwls  of  mew  for  the  recove- 


blilhed  and  the  Chriliian  religion,  are 
generally  driven  to  irrcligion  and  intidc- 
lity.  The  like  evil  is  produced  hy  the 
like  caufc  in  this  country  ;  and  if  no  re¬ 
formation  of  our  eftablilhed  formularies 
can  be  brought  about,  it  muff  be  expec¬ 
ted  that  religion  will  go  onto  lofe  its  cre¬ 
dit,  and  that  lillle  of  it  will  be  left  ex¬ 
cept  among  the  lower  orders  of  people, 
many  of  whom,  while  their  fuperiors 
give  up  all  i  tligi  'll,  are  finking  into  a 
barbanfm  in  rtligi-'ii,  lately  revived  by 
Methodifm,  and  milhiking,  as  the  world 
has  ctnerally  ilone,  t  he  fervice  acceptable 
to  Clod  lor  a  l)fl,.m  of  faith  fouring  the 
temper,  an!  a  fervice  of  forms  fupplant- 
ing  mort^.lity. 

I  hope  you  will  not  miftakc  what  I 
am  now  laying,  or  confider  if  as  the  tf- 


Ihort,  w'e  may,  in  this  mfiance,  learn  our  am  making,  is  the  compiamt  of  many  of 
duty  from  the  condmft  of  the  oppreBbrs  the  wifcll  and  belt  of  men  in  the  clla- 
uf  the  world.  They  know  that  light  is  bliihed  church  itfeif,  who  have  been  lung 
hoaile  to  them,  and  therefore  they  la-  urging  the  nectlfity  of  a  revifil  of  its  Li- 
bour  to  keep  men  in  the  dark.

< L.ving  initead  of  damiuug  one  ano¬

\i  ihrrc  is  a  Governor  of  the  world, 
\v hv»  all  events,  he  ought  to  be 

ir.v  'ked  and  worfliipped;  aiut  ihoie  \kUo 
tbb  he  that  mode  of  woilhip  v^liichis 
prcicrihed  by  public  authmity,  ought 
(it  t.hey  can  find  nowoiihio  out  ot  titC 
church  whicli  they  approve)  to  fet  up  a 
fep-irale  wurlliip  tor  themlelvcs;  and  by 
doing  this,  anti  giving  an  txampleof  a 
lanonil  and  m.n.ly  worlhip,  r.u  n  of 
wtigl;:,  ftom  their  rank  or  literature, 
n.a>  ell*  the  greati  ll  fervice  to  fociety  and 
tlfc  Win  Id.  They  may  bear  a  teftimony 
againft  Ih.at  application  of  civil  power  to 
Ihc  fnppoit  t.i  particular  modes  of  fai’.h, 
which  i, bit; lids  luinian  improvement, 
and  perptluaics  eiior;  and  they  m  ly 
bi^ld  e*;t  an  inlb  uelion  \\  hich  will  dif- 
ciiCute n.ii.ce  fnpcrltilion,  and  at  the  tame 
lir7.e  lecoinnuud  religion,  by  making  it 
appear  to  be  (what  ;t  ct i tainly  it  wlun 
lightly  undtrlte)oel )  the  llrongeft  incen¬ 
tive  to  .ili  that  is  generous  and  worthy, 
C(>i.fequently  the  bell  friend  to  public  Ol¬ 
der  and  n.ip|.ir.efs. 

l^doeriy  i>  ilie  uixt  great  blcTdiig  wliich

ticze.d.  his  infeparable  tioin  know. 
Itih.i  at.d  virtue,  and  togetlier  wilhihiu'^ 
con.piti.-^  the  glory  ot  a  cotnn. unity. 
An  CM  ghteiud  and  vivtuous  countiy 
mult  Iv  a  tree  countiy.  it  cannot  fulVei 
inv  •I'.oi  r.  ot  its  riglils,  or  bend  to  ly^.tlU^. 
—  \  lecd  not,  on  llms  occahon,  lake  any 
pains  to  Ihew  you  how’  gieat  a  bUtling 
libel  ly  l^.  The  fmallell  attei.tiem  to  the 
hut.  ry  of  pall  ages,  and  the  pi  e  lent  (tatc 
t>t  m.inkmd,  will  make  you  fcniible  of 
its  impoil.u.ci.  Look  round  the  world, 
ar.d  >ou  will  find  almoft  every  countrv, 
ieipee‘t.ible  or  contemptible,  happy  or 
iniieiub  e,  a  fruittul  ticid,  or  a  Irighttul 
watte,  .iccoreiing  as  it  piUTctfes  or  wants 
ihi.s  bii  .ung.  Think  ot  Gretoe,  former¬ 
ly  th.e  Kat  ot  arts  and  Icience,  and  the 
K  iiu*!l  d’.itinguilhcd  fpot  under  heaven  ; 
1  bill  now,  having  loll  liberty,  a  vile  and 
t  wreicued  fpvl,  a  region  cf  darknefs,  pu- 
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verty,  and  barbarity.— Such  refl'ibons 
mull  co.ivinre  you  that,  if  you  love  your 
country,  you  cannot  be  zealous  enough 
in  promoting  the  canfe  of  liberty  in  it. 
But  it  will  Come  in  my  way  to  fay  more 
to  this  purpofe  prefently. 

The  obfervatiops  I  have  made  include 
our  whole  duty  to  our  country  ;  tor  hy 
endeavouring  to  liberalize  and  enlighten 
it,  to  difcourage  vice  and  to  pronn  le* 
viitue  in  it,  and  to  albert  and  fupport 
its  libertie'J,  we  fliall  endeavour  to  do 
all  tnat  is  pecrffary  to  make  it  great  ainl 
h.ippy.  But  it  is  proper  that,  on  this 
occation,  1  llioiild  be  more  explicit,  and 
exemplify  our  duty  to  our  country  by 
ohferving  farther,  that  it  requires  ns  to 
obey  its  laws,  and  to  refpect  its  magi, 
flrait.*?. 

Civil  government  (as  I  have  before 
obferved)  is  an  inllitulton  of  human  pru¬ 
dence  for  guarding  our  perfoiis,  cur 
properly,  and  our  good  name,  againll  ir,- 
v.diou  ;  and  for  fecuring  to  the  members 
of  a  community  that  liberty  to  which  all 
have  an  equal  right,  as  tar  as  they  do 
not,  by  any  overt  a<5l,  ufe  it  to  injine  the 
liberty  ot  others.  Civil  laws,  arc  regu¬ 
lations  agreed  upon  by  the  community 
for  gaining  ihefc  ends  ;  and  civil  m.igi- 
Itrates  are  ort'icers  appointed  by  the  com¬ 
munity  fi.r  executing  ihefe  laws.  Obe¬ 
dience,  therefore,  to  the  laws  and  to 
magillrates,  are  necelbary  exprtllions  of 
our  regard  to  the  community  ;  and  with¬ 
out  this  obedience  the  ends  of  govern¬ 
ment  cannot  bci»btained,  or  a  communi¬ 
ty  avoid  falling  into  a  bate  of  anarchy 
that  will  deflroy  l^iofe  rights,  and  uib- 
vert  that  liberty,  which  government  is 
inditiited  to  proted. 

1  wiili  it  was  in  my  pow’er  to  give  you 
a  lull  account  of  the  importance  e;f  this 
obfervalion.  It  Ihews  the  ground  on 
which  the  duly  of  obeying  civil  gover¬ 
nors  Hands,  and  that  there  are  two 
extremes  in  this  cafe  w’hich  ought  to 
be  avoided.  Thcfe  extremes  are,  adu¬ 
lation  and  fervility  on  the  one  hand, 
and  a  proud  and  lie’entious  contempt 
on  the  other.  The  former  is  the  ex¬ 
treme  to  which  mankind  in  general 
have  been  moll  prone  ;  fur  it  has  ctlen- 
er  happened  that  men  have  been  too 
pallive,  than  too  unruly;  and  the  rebel¬ 
lion  of  kings  againll  their  people  has 
been  more  common,  and  done  more  mil- 
chief,  than  the  rebellion  ot  people  againll 
their  kings. 

Adulation  is  always  odious,  and  "  hen 
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offered  to  men  in  power  it  corrupts  tkem^ 
by  giving  them  improper  ideas  of  their 
lituation  ;  and  it  debafes  thofe  who  offer 
it,  hv  manifefting  an  abjedtnefs  founded 
on  impr«iper  ideas  of  thevifelveu  1  have 
lately  obferved  in  this  kingdom  loo  near 
approaches  to  this  abjednefs.  In  our 
late  addrcflVs  to  the  King  on  his  recove¬ 
ry  Iriini  the  fevere  illnefs  u-ith  which 
God  has  been  pleafed  to  atTlid  him,  we 
have  appeared  more  like  a  herd  crawl¬ 
ing  at  the  feet  of  a  mafter,  than  like  en¬ 
lightened  and  manly  citizens  rejoicing 
with  a  beloved  fovereign,  but  at  the  fame 
time  confeious  that  he  derives  all  hiscon- 
iVqiience  from  thcmfelves.  But,  per- 
liaps,  thefe  fervilities  in  the  language  of 
our  late  addielfcs  Ihould  be  partloned,  as 
only  ot  civility  and  exprellions  of 
an  vW^r^lovv  of  good  nature.  Tliey  have, 
howiver,  a  dangerous  tendency.  The 
potentates  of  this  world  are  futficieritly 
apt  to  contider  thcmfelves  as  polfcifed  of 
?.n  inlieieiit  luperiority,  which  gives  them 
a  right  to  govern,  and  makes  mankiiKl 
i'lrir  on'Tt  \  and  this  infatuation  is  al- 
moit  <.very  where  follered  in  them  by  the 
creeping  (ycopha«»t8  about  them,  and  the 
language  of  Hatiery  which  they  are  con¬ 
tinually  hearing. 

Civil  gevernors  are  properly  the  fer- 
vants  **t  the  public  ;  and  a  king  is  no 
more  than  the  firll  fervant  of  the  public, 
created  by  it,  mainlaincd  by  it,  and  re- 
fpoi’fible  to  it  :  and  all  the  homage  paid 
him,  is  due  to  him  on  no  other  account 
than  iiis  relation  to  the  public,  fits  la- 
crednefs  is  the  facredncB  ot  the  comnui- 
Jiity  ;  his  authority  is  the  authority  t»f 
the  Cvunmunity  ;  and  the  term  majefty, 
'^hich  it  is  ufual  to  apply  to  him,  is  by 
tin  means /i/f  oiuu  majelty,  but  the  via- 
jejiy  '  ft/;e  people.  For  this  reafon,  what¬ 
ever  he  may  be  in  his  private  capacity; 
and  though,  in  rerpe^f  of  perfonal  qua- 
htic^,  pol  equal  to,  or  even  tar  below 
many  among  ourfelves— For  this  reafon, 
i  fay,  (that  is,  as  reprefenting  ilic  com- 
tr.iinity,  and  its  firft  magiftrate),  he  is  en¬ 
titled  to  our  reverence  and  obedience. 
Thi'  words  too/l  exctlUnt  majejly  are  right¬ 
ly  applied  to  him  ;  and  there  is  a  refpe»Jt, 
'vhich  it  would  be  criminal  to  vvith-ho!d 
from  him. 

Vou  cannot  be  loo  attentive  to  this 
obfervation.  The  improvement  of  the 
World  depends  on  the  attention  to  it : 
nor  will  mankind  be  ever  as  virtuous  ami 
^appy  as  they  are  capable  of  being,  till 
the  attention  to  it  becomes  univcrfal  and 


efficacious.  If  we  forget  it,  we  fli  ill  be  in 
danger  of  an  idolatry  as  profs  and  Hupid 
as  that  of  the  ancient  Heathens,  win*,  af¬ 
ter  fabricating  blocks  of  wooil  or  ittuu*, 
fell  down  and  worfliippcd  them.  T!u* 
difpolition  in  mankind  to  this  kiml  of 
idolatry,  is  indeed  a  very  mortifying 
fubjciff  of  reflection.  In  'furky,  mil¬ 
lions  of  human  beings  adore  a  fiily  mor. 
tai,  and  are  reaily  to  throw  tlieinhlvca 
at  his  tect,  and  to  fubmit  llicir  lives  to 
his  dilcretion.  In  Kutfa,  the  common 
people  are  otdy  \  Jink  011  t!ie  laiuls  «if 
grandees,  or  appendages  to  their  cllate?, 
whic!'.,  like  tlie  fixtures  in  a  houfe,  .arc 
bought  and  fold  witli  t!ie  ellates.  I;i 
Soain,  inCiermuiy,  and  under  nuul  of 
fhe  governments  of  the  world,  mankind 
are  in  a  limilar  (late  of  hunuliarui.-j. 
Who,  that  has  a  jult  fenfe  of  the  digi»i- 
ty  of  his  nature,  can  avoid  cxcct aluig 
fuch  a  debafemcr.t  of  it  ? 

Mad  I  been  to  addrefs  t!ic  King  rni  a 
late  occ.dion,  I  Ihould  have  been  incli¬ 
ned  to  do  it  in  a  llyle  very  difl'erent  fVo:o 
that  of  moft  of  the  addrellers,  and  to  mV 
fomc  fuch  language  as  tlie  foil  jwmg;  — 
“  1  rcioicc.  Sire,  in  your  recovery.  I 
thank  (jod  for  his  goodiuTs  to  you.  I 
honour  you  not  only  as  my  King,  but  as 
aimolt  the  only  lawful  King  in  the  world, 
becaufc  the  only  one  who  owes  his  erowi 
to  the  choice  of  his  people.  M  ly  vo:i 
enjoy  all  pollible  happing  fs.  May  God 
Ihew  y(»u  the  folly  ot  thole  efiufions  of 
adulation  which  you  are  now  receiving, 
anil  guard  you  againfd  their  effects  M  ly 
you  be  led  to  fuch  a  jull  fenfe  of  the 
lure  (if  your  lituatir)n,  and  endowed  with 
fuch  wifjom,  a*  dull  render  your  redo- 
ration  to  thr  g.ivernment  ot  thefe  king¬ 
doms  a  bit  ding  to  it,  and  engage  you 
conlider  yourfelf  as  more  properly  tlir 
Setvitnt  than  lhe.S*t)"jtfr^/^«  of  ytiur  pcopie."

)fth«*new  Boulevards,  and  the  moat  which  now 
that  city  furrouud  the  building,  were  not  nnadc 
till  the  year  1634. 

The  B  iftile  is  fituated  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Seine,  and  near  the  Aifenal.  —  lts 
entrance  is  on  the  right-hand  fide  at  the 
end  of  Rue  St  Antoine.

piralion  of  tint  time,  yum  give  fecurity

Nov.  23.  Mr  Walter  received  fentence 
in  the  court  of  Kinp'h  Bench  for  pu- 
blilhin^:,  in  February  lalf,  a  libel  apainll 
the  Duke  of  Yoik.  It  in  fubdance 
charged  the  Duke  with  atTe(JFmp  to  feel

cognizances  for  his  pood  beliavionr  for 
feveii  years,  the  tlefendant  in  jool.  and 
two  fureties  in  irol.  each.
